A farmer living in Midland town- 
ship, Ohio, was kilted by lightning 
on the 10th. He leaves a large fam- 
ily.

A little girl’s face was distinctly 
photogr. phed on a windeuw pane in 
Laurel, Ohio, during a recent thunder 
storm. 

Henry Davis was killed while 
working in a barn near Brown town- 
ship, O., on the 10th. The barn was 
also burned by the lightning stroke. 

A farm house velonging to J. L. 
Fenton, situated at Harristown, III., 
was struck by lightning and three of 
its inmates knocked senseless. 

While unhitching their team Ashbel 
re and his son at Fairview town- 

„Mo., were stunned by lightning 

8 one of the horses instantly killed. 


Marion Mosely of Henry county, Ga., 
lost his total supply of tall pork and 
bacon by one stroke of lightning. The 
hogs, ten in number, were under an 
oak. 

Lightning struck the barn ot Jacob 
High, near West Jefferson, Onio kill- 
ing Henry Davis, who had taken 
rufuge there, and burning the build- 
ing and its contents. 

Lightning cut queer antics at Jas- 

r, Mich. It struck the windmill of 
Nathan Shamway, completely shat- 
tered the stone pump, and, following 
outside, killed two cattle. 

Edward Sevier of Murryville, IIli- 
nois, wasstruck by lightning ov Sunday 
afternoon at Russei’s Pond, and in- 
stantly killed. His clothes were torn 
from his body and his shoes thrown a 
great distunce. 

A young man named Lyers of Ot- 
taway was struck down by lightning 
while walking the street during a 
storm. He recoveied, but ove side of 
his face is badly scorched aud _ of 
his clothing buroed. 

As Miles B. Grippen, one of the 
deputy sheriffs in charge of the Bill- 
ings jury, was riding to his home at 
Schuylerville, N. Y., his horse was 
killed, his wagon wrecked, and he

An Eloquent and Able Speech From 
Governor Woods. 


The theatre was well-filled last 
evening in response to the call for a 
Republican mass meeting. Many la- 
dies were in the gallery and some were 
on the lever floor. About 8:30 the 
meeting was called to order and Judge 
Marshall elected Chairman. He made 
a brief speech, in which he declared 
that Hancock would carry all the 
Southern states; that his nomination 
was a mere pretext on the part of the 
Democrats; that the issue before the 
country was one of principle and not 
a choice of men; that the Republican 
party must succeed or cease to exist. 
He regretted that the ladies could not 
vote. If they were admitted to the 
suffrage, the triumph of the Republi- 
can party would be assured. The 
Chairman then introduced Gov. Woods 
to the audience in the most compli- 
mentary terms, referring to him as 
one of the ablest and most eloquent 
orators in the United States.

His eloquence riveted 
the attention of the audience, and 
they listened with unflagging atten- 
tion from first to last. Nothing short 
of a verbatim report, filling a whole 
page of the GazeTTE, would do justice 
to his masterly address.

TWO GREAT POLITICAL PARTIES. 


One class entertained the idea that the 
Unicn was simply a confederation of 
sovereign states, the other that it was 
a nation. There had been a constant 
struggle between these conflicting 


ideas ever since. But there is always 
a tendency towards the adoption of 
moderate measures, produced by the 
contest of opposing parties. Right 
and justice must finally triumph. The 
peaker contended that the tendency 
in all countries to-day is towards unity 
and consolidation. He sketched the 
growth of the German empire in illus- 
tration of this idea, and declared his 
conviction that a small country can 
not have broad and liberal ideas. He 
traced the origin and growth of the 
national feeling in the United States.
